The following statement concern- 


ing the registration of birth and 
deaths in Navar.ro countv has been 
given out for publication by Dr. J. 
C. Anderson, state health officer:' 


Nsivarro County. 


This county has now been organ- 


ized in accordance with the 
new 


vital statistics law, by the appoint- 
ment of registrars for each justice 
precinct and 
each 
incorporated 


town or city. In some cases, two 
or more precincts have been com- 
bined into one district, where 
it 


seemed best so to do. 
Every birth is required by law to 
he reported to the local registrar 
of the district i,n which it occurs, 
by the. attending physffeian or mid- 
wife, or if there was neither, then 
by the father .or mother, within 
five days after the birth. 
The law prohibits the burial or 


removal of a dead body before 
a 


death certificate properly and com- 
pletely filled out, has 
been 
filed 


with the local registrar, and a bur- 
ial or removal permit has been se- 
cured. 
The immense legal value of these 


records makes it important 
that 
the citizens of Texas be given this 
protection by having a complete, 
legal record properly filed in ac- 
cordance with this law. 


During the first three months of 


1928 there were reported from Na- 
varro county 129 births and 
58 


deaths. 
This would indicate that 


only about 35 per cent of the births 
and 31 per cent of the deaths were 
reported.
